Dave Smith, archivist for The Walt Disney Company, answers questions and provides 
information about the studio's history and its productions. 


Isittrue that Walt Disney was oncean 
actor?—L.M., Renton, WA 

I probably wouldn’t dignify it by 
calling it “acting,” but when Walt Disney 
was a boy in Kansas City, he and a 
friend named Walt Pfeiffer would 
occasionally put on skits at the local 
vaudeville theater. The boys called 
themselves “The Two Walts,” and one 
time they were delighted to win a prize 
of 25¢. The stage always fascinated 
Walt Disney, and if he hadn't gotten 
into animation, he just might have tried 
to make acting a career. He enjoyed 
doing the lead-ins for his television 
shows. If you want to see how good an 
actor Walt Disney was, catch him this 
month in “I Captured the King of the 
Leprechauns” (see page 13). 


Could you settle an argument? My 
husband says that after the success of 
“Davy Crockett,” Disney starred Fess 
Parker in a “Daniel Boone” series. I 
disagree. Wasn’t it Dewey Martin? 
—PG.H., New Orleans, LA 

It is easy to see the source of your 
confusion. Disney followed “Davy 
Crockett” with a four-part mini-series 
on “Daniel Boone,” starring Dewey 
Martin during the 1960-61 TV season 
and which airs this month on “Disney’s 
Legends & Heroes.” Fess Parker, 
however, starred in the popular 
non-Disney “Daniel Boone" series from 
1964 to 1970 on NBC.

An International Emmy Award-winning feature and 52-part 


oad is a pompous, boastful, wealthy trendset- 
ter. One of the most interesting characters in 
children's literature, Toad, the leading figure 
in Kenneth Grahame's 1908 classic “The Wind 
in the Willows,” has nonetheless never reached 
the heights of superstardom. 

Maybe he is too flamboyant, too eccentric, too wild, as the 
newly renovated Disneyland attraction, “Mr. Toad's Wild 
Ride," amply demonstrates. His car takes passengers careen- 
ing right through the library fireplace, which appears to con- 
tain a roaring fire, and on into a series of narrowly averted 
disasters. The ride makes Toad's misadventures crazier than 
ever—worthy of his wildest imaginings. 

Now The Disney Channel is launching a musical, stop- 
frame animated “Wind in the Willows,” which brilliantly show- 
cases Toad and his friends Rat, Mole, and Badger, and may 
give them a place in the tradition of fine animation. The U.S. 
premiere of the magnificent 90-minute feature airing on 
Sunday, March 9, will be followed by a series of 52 half-hour 
episodes, based on stories of these lovable Grahame charac- 
ters. The splendid series, beginning in April, will feature a 
new episode each week on Sundays at 10:00 a.m., EST. 

The model animation used is of such advanced design that 
the series’ producers refer to the animals’ “acting perform- 
ances.” And viewers would never guess that each model is less 
than 12 inches tall. Filming in stop-frame animation means 
that action is shot one frame at a time, using a special stop- 
action movie camera, with the models moved a fraction of an 
inch in between. On a good day the animators working two or 
three characters can get 25 seconds of action on film. On a bad 
day, it’s closer to seven. A battle scene with 30 weasels is more 
like filming “Lawrence of Arabia.” 

The series offers more than Toad’s crazy adventures. 


Grahame’s animals, living in the style of Edwardian gentlemen, 


give a picture of leisurely living in the English countryside be- 
fore World War I. It was a time when motor cars were unusual 
and frightening to many people (but not to 'Ioad), airplanes 
even more unheard of (except to Ioad), and upper-class living 
gracious, whether it be in a mansion like Toad Hall or more

carefully painted to look like the toad that he is. Inside Toad's 
rubberized body, however, is a metal skeleton with as many 
joints as a human being, which enables him to behave just as 
foolishly as many a person. 

For Toad and the other characters, though, much of their 
acting ability is in their heads. Each model has a fiberglass skull 
only a few inches in diameter, yet the eyes can blink and the 
nose can twitch. The eyes, unusually expressive for animated 
characters, are operated simply by the animators touching 
them with a gentle finger or a pin. Unlike puppets whose 
trap-door mouths move out of sync with the script, these small 
animals deliver lines with the precision of the British actors 
whose voices they've borrowed. 

Stop-frame animation is a slow process, demanding pa- 
tience and care in order to get real-life expression from the 
animals, but the results are spectacular. On film the animals 
move as though they have minds of their own, and they con- 
verse and sing songs with voices that seem to come from 
within. 

In addition to excellent production results, Cosgrove and 
Hall laughingly admit to the advantages of working with their 
small rubber models: “They're easier to work with than real 
actors. If they cause trouble, you can just put them back in 
their box and go home.” 

"With "The Wind in the Willows, Brian Cosgrove and Mark 
Hall have finally joined the big league of animators,” says a 
British newspaper article, which continues: *Not surprisingly 
they are both great admirers of Walt Disney." 

"Like Disney, our first aim is to be good storytellers and en- 
tertainers,” says Brian Cosgrove. Indeed, Cosgrove Hall's 
animated "Wind in the Willows" is funny and entertaining, and 
poignantly human, too. It's also charming in its slow, watery 
pace and its English flavor. 

Those who've read “The Wind in the Willows" will be de- 
lighted with the brilliant animation that gives Toad, Rat, Mole 
and Badger life on the screen. Those who haven't yet met 
them, have a grand treat in store. And with the upcoming 
series stretching out into the future to include 52 episodes, all 
viewers can look forward with pleasure to these endearing 
characters becoming part of their lives. Wf

Michael Jackson Is a Magical—and Musical—Spaceman in Disney's 


There has never been a cinematic ex- 
perience quite like this: galaxies of stars 
shimmer around you and angry laser 
beams cut through the air inches above 
your head as starships twist and twirl in 
breathtaking chases. The darkness sud- 
denly explodes with images of light as 
Michael Jackson, America's king of pop 
stars, leads his crew of interstellar adven- 
turers through spectacular musical pro- 
duction numbers set to his latest songs. 

The experience is “Captain EO,” a 
labor of love that brought together the 
greatest names in American entertain- 
ment. This may be the premiere movie 
event of 1986, but it won't be coming to a 
theater near you. “Captain EO" remains 
in the special domain of Disney's Magic 
Kingdoms. It debuts this spring at the 
new, specially constructed Magic Eye 
Theater in Tomorrowland at Disneyland 
and at “Journey into Imagination” in 
Walt Disney World's EPCOT Center in 
Florida. 

What sets *Captain EO" apart from 
other space — or musical — productions? 
The short film grew out of a brainstorm- 
ing session between Walt Disney Com- 
pany Chairman Michael Eisner and 
filmmaker George Lucas, whose “Star 
Wars" sagas blazed a permanent mark in 
the history of American film. Lucas 
agreed to create an attraction for the 
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theme parks if a performer as talented as 
Michael Jackson would be involved. 
Jackson, a long-time Disney fan (he fre- 
quently visits Disneyland), indicated in- 
terest in doing a project with Disney, but 
only provided Lucas could be involved. 

To direct the space fantasy, Lucas called 
on the highest directorial talent in Holly- 
wood, Francis Ford Coppola, creator of 
the brilliant “Godfather” films, “Apoca- 
lypse Now,” and “The Cotton Club." 

There was one further refinement—a 
technical one—to be added to this stellar 
entertainment effort: 3-D. But unlike the 
difficult-to-see 3-D films of the past, 
which required viewers to wear unwieldy 
and uncomfortable glasses, “Captain EO" 
was filmed with twin 70mm cameras on 
film specially developed by Kodak and 
WED, Disney's development and “Imag- 
ineering" arm. While the audience will 
still have to don 3-D glasses, the goggles 
have been designed to afford the 
maximum in viewer comfort. 

Harrison Ellenshaw, who supervised 
the visual effects for “Captain EO,” ex- 
plains the superiority of the Disney ap- 
proach over attempts by conventional 
theaters to project 3-D images. 

^You're projecting on a screen (in a 
'regular' theater) that was never meant 
to have 3-D images put on it. Here we 
have the advantage of having customized

theaters built and equipped especially for 
3-D, so you get a nice, bright image, you 
get twin 70mm projections, which is al- 
most unheard of. The quality should be 
exceedingly good.” 

Adds George Lucas, whose official title 
was Executive Producer, *Ships will come 
right out over the audience while lasers 
shoot by their heads. There's drama 
mixed with song.” 

Indeed, unlike the *Magic Journeys" 
3-D film presentation shown previously 
at the parks, “Captain EO" is “a new 
three-dimensional, narrative musical 
film presentation." It is, in short, a self- 
contained mini-movie focusing on the 
adventures of the charismatic interstellar 
spaceman "Captain EO" — Michael 
Jackson, whose acting, singing, dancing 
and songs add a new luster to his already 
bright career. 

“Captain EO” —it is a rare and revolu- 
tionary film event, an event created by an 
awesome assortment of talent drawn to- 
gether through the magic of Disney. Not 
only is this cinematic gem the creation of 
the finest minds in show business, but it 
reaffirms The Walt Disney Company's 
dedication to being on the cutting edge of 
motion picture technology — and fam- 
ily entertainment.
